That the'vote for Weaver helped th 


silver cause is asserted by the advo 
cates of free coinage in all parts of th 
country, and denied by the gold men o 
the old parties. Those who cling t 
the old parties whether those partie 
do right or wrong claim that becaus 
Weaver had no hope of being electe 
it was folly to vote for him. They ea. 
a vote for Weaver in a Democrat! 
state-was a vote for Harrison, and in 
Republican state a vote for Cleveland 
Here in Nevada the Republicans anc 
Democrats who claim to fuvor silver b; 
supporting presidential candidates wh 
nve opposed to its remonetization, or 
to say the least, refuse to troat silve 
as money, say that Bartiue was as tru 
to the silver cause as a Republican a 
Stewart is as a Silver man, and tha 
Hagerman or Woodburn, if elected 
would do as much to remonetize silve 
as Newlands, the Silver party cand 
date. 


To refute these allegations, so far a 


they relate to Stewart and Bartine, it i 
only necessary to refer to the record 
Bartine as a Republican obligated him 
self to abide by the caucus decrees o 
his party. The caucus decided to elec 
a confirmed gold bug speaker of ib 
house of representatives, and Bartin. 
as representative of a silver state votec 
for him. In the house of representa 
lives last July Bartine declared tha 
the remonetization of silver was mor 
important to the people than the sue 
cess _ of any political party, yet in th 
face'of this declaration he advocatei 
from the stump in the mining towns o 
Nevada the success of a party whosi 
representatives gave only nine vote 
for the remonetization of silver ia th 
house of representatives, and whosi 
secretary of the treasury, like his sue 
cessor, refused to recognize silver a 
moaey in redeeming the notes and can 
celing the obligations of the govern 
ment. On the other hand, Stewart wil 
not be bound by the decrees of King 
Caucus. He will not attend a convo 
cation known to be opposed to the re 
monetization of silver and pledge him 
self to abide by its decisions, which he 
knows in advance will be detrimeata 
to the interests of his constituents. He 
will not whila advocating free coinage 
use his voice, vote and influence to 
keep a political party known to be op 
posed to it in power. 


What Hagermaa or Woodburn woulc 


do if elected can only be surmised 
Both aro allied with parties whose 
leaders are opposed to free coinage 
and, as each upholds the principles o 
his party, the inference is that he woulc 
vote as the caucus decreed. Like Bar 
tine, both gentlemen say they are fo; 
free coinage, but they advocated thi 
election of presidential candidates whc 
are not, and iu doing so were, to say thi 
least, inconsistent. Newlands, reoog 
nixing the fact that the financial ques 
tion is paramount to all other politica 
issues, declared for free coinage anc 
pledged himself to use all honorabli 
means to secure it, regardless of it; 
effect on the Democratic or Republi 
can parties. Like Stewart, he will no 
meet in close assembly with the leader^ 
of a party that he knows is opposed to 
the 
ramonetizutiou of silver anc 


secretly concojt schemes to perpetual 
the power of that party and openly 
vote as the conclave decrees, pleading 
in extenuation when arraigned for in 
consistency by his constituents tha'. 
party exigencies required him to do so 
and that he was compelled to obey the 
mandates of King Caucus. 


The course of thopraseat administra- 


tion shows that it is no more friendly 
to silver than that which it succeeded 
Carlisle, whether from conviction or in 
obedience to a ukase from the Whit 
House, is doing exactly as his prede- 
cessor, Foster, did under Harrison 
Silver was treated as a commodity by 
Harrison, as it is by Cleveland, so that 
silver men gained nothing by the do- 
fsat of one and the election of the 
other. They proved, however, by giv- 
ing the electoral votes of several states 
to the candidate of a party which was 
organized only four months before the 
presidential election that they cannot 
be duped much longer by politicians 
who pretend to be friends of silver 
while endeavoring to keep its enemies 
in power. Had the people of Nevada, 
Idaho, Wyoming, Colorado, Kansas and 
North Dakota given the electoral votes 
of those states to either of the old 


„— - party candidates, knowing that neither 


Was friendly to. silver, what excuse 
could their senators and representa- 
tives in congress give for advocating 
the remonotization of silver or oppos- 
ing the repeal of the Shermen act. 


THK LOUIHVII.LF. GATHERING. 


J. S. Olarkson, who was assistant 


postmaster general under Harrison, 
and resigned the position when he had 
turned fifty thousand "Democratic 
pascals," as he called them, out of 
office, was elected president of the 
Louisville gathering to Inquire into the 
cause of the death of the old Republi- 
can party last November and conduct 
the funeral services. In his obituary 
Mr. Clarkson dwelt on the transition 
which had been taking place in poli-

able balance of $70,000,000 in the first 
four months of Harrison's administra- 
tion. As the McKinley bill was not 
enacted in the first year of Harrison's 
administration, and has not been re- 
pealed since Cleveland became presi- 
dent, the allusion may indicate an 
abandonment of the high tariff on tin 
plate or possibly was meajit to convey 
the idea that the young Republican 
party would Jbinthe conservative Dem- 
ocrats in framing a new tariff bill, as 
be intimates they will do in settling 
the financial question. He has not 
much confidence in the old Republi- 
can leaders, but he has high hopes that 
the young party will have greater 
courage in cardinal things and larger 
tolerance in minor things than the old 
party. 


That the young Republican party 


born in Louisville will endeavor to 
profit by the mistakes which resulted 
so disastrously to the old party is evi- 
dent as it favors the correction of 
many abuses for the existence of which 
the old party was responsible. 


THE Chemical National Bank and the 


Columbia National Bonk of Chicago, 
the Capital National Bank of Indian- 
apolis and R. R. Robinson & Co,, bank- 
ers and brokers at Wilmington, have 
failed. The stringency in the money 
market east, caused by the disuse of 
silver as money of ultimate redemption 
by the government, is having the effect 
which the advocates of the double 
standard predicted. If the banks and 
bankers which have to close their doors 
had plenty of silver dollars or silver 
notes they would not be obliged to sus- 
pend.

He ha 
made no plan to kill him. He neve 
was drunk in his life, and never hat 
trouble with any man in recent year 
Bippey was cross-examined, but no 
very severely, and the court adjoarne 
till to-morrow.

;he Nevada mineral exhibit in place. 
tie has two assistants, and although 
with such a small appropriation and 
imited time, is really pleased with the 
display, and expects Nevada to be the 
Irst state in readiness hi the mining 
building. He says' 


" I take into consideration the amount 


expended in the building by the others, 
seeing the time they have been at it, I 
think that with the amount of money 
they have had at their command, also 
assistants, they should have been much 
further advanced." 


A part of the Idaho agricultural ex- 


hibit was destroyed en route by fire, 
and part of their space on the main 
floor has been offered for the Nevada 
exhibit. 


Mr. Yerington has made arrange- 


ments for the special exhibit for Eu- 
reka, and for the exhibit of soda, salt, 
borax, etc., having obtained space and 
cabinets. 


The footprints, etc., from the Nevada 


state prison go into the building of 
ethnology, under personal supervision 
of the government. A great interest is 
being taken in them. 


Mr. Yerington made a contract for 


;he state exhibit cabinets on the 21st 
of April, at $24 apiece, and on the 25th 
the contractors informed him they 
wanted $68 GO. This he flatly refused 
;o grant and brought the matter before 
•he chief of the miners' building. He 
made an appointment with the con- 
tactors at which Mr. Yerington was 
present. The matter was also brought 
3efore the board of control, and by be- 
.ng persistent our commissioner carried 
lis point, and insisted on a written 
agreement, getting the cabinets at the 
original figure. 


The board paid Mr. Yerington quite 


a compliment in the interest he has 
taken toward making a creditable 
showing, stating that Nevada would in 
many ways be ahead of states having 
large sums at their command and two 
years to work in. 


General Clarke and Mrs. Cagwin ac- 


jompanied Mr. Yerington around the 
grounds for a few hours the day after 
the opening. The general had before 
claimed that he took no interest in the 
fair, but on the day in question he was 
thunderstruck with the beauty of the 
surroundings. Jim says the crush is 
great and the exhibition marvelous, 
which will be greatly enhanced as the 
season advances. 


Killed by the Cars.

condition during the coming week in 
the Northwest. It was decidedly cold 
in the Rooky mountain districts, where 
frequent showers were reported, and 
slightly cooler than usual on the Pa- 
ciflc coast. 
The temperature was 


slightly below the average from the 
Lake region eastward to the Atlantic 
coast, while it was warmer than usual 
generally throughout the Southern 
states east of the Mississippi. 


Reports from Kansas and western 


North Carolina indicate that frost has 
caused considerable damage to fruit in 
those states, while injury is reported 
from the Ohio valley. 


PRECIPITATION. 


Excessive rains occurred during the 


week over the central valleys, including 
the entire winter-wheat region, the 
northern portion of the Gulf states, 
and in the southern portion of the 
spring-wheat region. The rainfall was 
unusually heavy in the central Missis- 
sipi and Ohio valleys, interfering 
materially with farm work in the prin- 
cipal agricultural states. Considerable 
injury has resulted from floods and 
severe local storms throtfghout the 
West. There was also excessive mois- 
ture in the northern portion of the 
cotton region, where the land is too 
wet to work, and fears are expressed of 
an overflow in the lower Mississippi. 
Considerable acreage of oates and 
wheat is reported 
under water in 


Illinois, and the indications are that 
considerable injury to farming inter- 
ests from high water will result in the 
states of the lower Mississippi and 
lower Ohio valleys in the low lands 
near the rivers. 


There was almost a total absence of 


rain over the greater portion of the 
south Atlantic States, although refresh- 
ing showers relieved drought in tho west 
portion of South Carolina and northern 
Georgia, but the drought continues in 
the coast counties of South Carolina, 
Georgia and northern Florida. There 
was a slight excess of rain in South 
Dakota and in the southern portion of 
Minnesota, where the ground is already 
filled with moisture, and spring seeding 
is delayed. 


Less than the usual amount of rain 


fell in the Pacific coast states, but the 
reports indicate that there is ample 
moisture in those sections, and the 
weather during the week was generally 
favorable except in northern California 
where cool drying winds caused much 
injury to growing grain.

Revolution In Nicaragua,* 


Special to the JOUENAL.) 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—Cable advices 


at the state department to-day are to 
the effect that the revolution in Nica- 
ragua is successful and the revolution. 
ists are now practically in control of 
the government. Dr. Guman, Nica- 
raguan minister, has received similar 
edvices. 
The dispatch received"* by 


Secretary Gresham was sent from San 
Juan Del Sur, port on the coast of Nic- 
aragua, by Mr. Newall, who is consul 
at the capita] of the country. He states 
that the revolution commenced April 
28th, headed by ex-President Zavalla. 
The revolutionists hold Granada, Man- 
gua, Constales, Matgalp and San Juan 
Del Norte. They are well armed, even 
having a good supply of gatling gnus. 
The government forces number 2,000, 
are poorly organized and led, while the 
revolutionists number fully from 8,000 
to 8,000, commanded by prominent gen- 
erals. The government forces made 
three unsuccessful attacks on Mangua. 
Martial law was declared and a decree 
issued for a forced loan of $600,000. 
Secretary Herbert has sent the Atlanta 
to Greytown and the commander of 
the Alliance at San Francisco was di- 
rected to proceed at once with his 
vessel to San Juan Del Sur. There is 
no apprehension in official circles that 
the new rulers of Nicaragua will fail to 
protect American interests. They will 
naturally seek to obtain an early recog- 
nition from the United States. No 
information has been received at the 
state department from Mr. Baker, the 
new minister to Nicaragua. When 
last heard from on Saturday, the 6th 
instant, he was at Panama waiting for a 
steamer to take him to a Nicaraguan 
port.

The chief of police shall r«a»i*» 
and may retain five per cent of all moneys 
collected by him on account of licenses pro- 
vided for by this ordinance as compensation 
for his service* u ex-officlo tax collector, 
and to that amount he shall be entitled to 
receive credit upon his settlements with the 
county clerk. 


Section 27. It shall be the duty of the tax
